"Are 
women stingier than men?" 


Queer sort of quest icjn, isn't it? Bui ar* 
they? 


Tbe lords of creation in their selfish 


feeling of superiority will probably give 
an-swer in the affirmative, and they will 
point gleefully to the condemning facts 
that ou!y -noinea go wild over bargain 
counter^ and that I here are more women 
misers than men misers. 


But are there not extenuating circum- 


stances? A woman writer declares that 
there are. She contends that first of 
these "extenuating circumstances" is the 
acknowledged fact that women, from 
childhood up, have to do on smaller al- 
lowances than their brothers, and the 
necessity for "making both ends meet" 
leads them, to watch the pennies with 
penurious care. 


"It is only a very small minority of 


women, who can afford to be careless over 
even little items of expenditure," she 
contends. "Girls especially are forced to 
practice economy from the days when 
they get 25 cents a week pocket money 
and no big tips, while their younger 
brothers are receiving $1 a week pocket 
money and big tips, to the days when 
the grown, up girl living at home has an 
allowance of $1 a month, while the grown 
up boy living at home has an. allowance 
of $50 a month. 


"Later on as wife she receives her 


housekeeping money, which, even with 
the best of management, is seldom elastic 
enough to cover the entire expenses. Not 
being the breadwinner, a wife, if she is 
a sensitive, conscientious woman, hesi- 
tates to spend in trifles or waste in ex- 
travagances the money she feels herself 
but steward oft and she is called mean 
by the outside circle. The husband, on 
the other hand, who earns the money, 
need account to no one and so often 
spends recklessly and generously. 


"As mother her baby hoy must be well 


dressed, her big boy must be well edu 
cated, her bigger boy must be liberally 
allowanced with pocket money, her big- 
gest boy must be started in the world. So 
she has no money to give away, no pen- 
nies to squander. The penuriousness of 
necessity broods over her, and she is 
bracketed 'mean.' 


"As a widow, if she marries again, her 


possessions often pass into other hands.) 
On the other hand, if a woman never 
marries she is, as a rule, subject first to 
her father for money and then to her 
brother, guardian or to a trustee, and 
even if she gets undisputed control of 
money it is not generally till late in life, 
by which time the economy ol youth be 
comeg settled into the penuriousness 01 
old age. 


"Having to account to others is at the 


root of the apparent greater meanness of 
women than men in money matters. 1 i 
have noticed that women, for instance, 
who are earning their own livelihood are 
more lavish in their expenditure and more 
generous in their gifts than those who 
have to ask a husband, father or brother 
for more money. 


"Of course there are some society wom- 


en who have about as much regard for 
their husband's income as they have fot 
their conscience, treating both as if they 
were of illimitable elasticity. Such peo- 
ple are, however, fortunately exceptions, 
though unfortunately they often get a 
good name for generosity which they do 
not deserve, for vicarious generosity is 
frequently ia reality but a deceptive form 
of meanness, but a mean, form of decep- 
tion, for it gives away what is not its 
own possesiion and takes a credit which 
is not deserved. 


"The average conscientious woman, on 


the other hand, is called stingy because 
she gives the little that is her own instead 
of the much that is somebody else's. Sur- 
face observers often consider women stin- 
gy when really they are quietly unselfish. 
The girl or woman who only takes a roll 
and butter and a glass of milk for bei 
lunch at some public tearoom, who only 
gives ber friends small presents, is often 
the honorable woman who pays her debts 
before giving gifts, who buys her nearest 
and dearest necessities before indulging in 
luxuries. 


"Of course there are women who are 


only careful from sheer meanness of char- 
acter, but this disease is more generally 
found among the rich. I knew one 
wealthy woman, who continually tries to 
get a young relative who Is very badly off 
to pay for all her cabs and lunches when 
he is escorting her about. Another wom- 
an, whose husband is both rich and gen- 
erous to her, complains sadly of small ex- 
penses. A third woman, -who has several 
thousands a year, seldom has enough ot 
any dish to allow of even a moderate 
helping all round. 


"Certainly there are cases when, rich 


women are mean from force of habit, de- 
veloped by the stern necessity of formei 
years, and they are stingy almost uncon- 
sciously, but such cases are rare. One, 
however, was that of the great actress 
Rachel, whoso childhood was passed in 
such pitiful poverty that in the after days 
of her wealth money became of exagger- 
ated importance, while with Jennie Lind 
poverty's experience had a different and 
ennobling influence, for this splendid sing 
er, great actress and, above all, good wom- 
an gave awny thousands of dollars dur- 
ing her lifetime to charities, in addition 
to the many concerts she got up for the 
benefit of various institutions. It is ve™ 
nnusunl for an actress to be close fisted 
like Rachel was, for, like most women 
who onrn their own money and have to 
account to no one for it, they are as a rule 
generous to the brink— aye, and over the 
brink and into the abyss — of folly, foi 
they seldom provide for a rainy day. In 
fact, the theatrical profession, represents 
the most generous class in the world, nn<i 
(his applies quite as much, if not more 
to the actresses thnn to the actors." — St. 
Louis Republic.

"were once considered a luxury and 
are now a necessity. The number in 
use has beeu multiplied iu very recent 
years, and iv is still increasing. 


"In New Tork city within the last 


two years awnings ha\e been put on 
tenement bouses. They are. of course, 
a common and expected part of the 
equipment of flathouses, and iu very 
many streets of the city they now 
contribute greatly, in the season of 
their use, to the pic-turesqueness of the 
prospect. In fact, you take a great 
flat or apartment house with many 
windows and adorn it with handsome 
awnings and you have ia effect a 
great flower garden standing ou edge 
and covered with gigantic blossoms 
waving and fluttering in the wind, for 
many of the present day 
awning 


stripes made up into awnings are 
nothing less than beautiful, and peo- 
ple nowadays seek awnings that are 
appropriate to the building. An awn- 
ing is an awning, to be sure, but In 
these days people take the material 
and color of the building into account 
and buy awnings that are appropriate 
to it, producing in many instances 
most felicitous effects that are highly 
attractive and pleasing to the eye. 


"Though there are many styles of 


awning stripes already, new styles aie 
brought out every year. Tan in some 
shade or form of stripe or stripes or 
combination with white or with other 
colors Is now the prevailing color in 
use, as standing wear well, not show- 
Ing iron rust and being generally well 
adapted to city use and being, withal, 
sightly in appearance. Green within 
recent years has come to be distinctly 
a favored color in awning stripes, 
either in solid uniform stripes alter- 
nating with white or in stripes of dif- 
ferent widths and in combinations 
with other colon. Some of these later 
green effects are very handsome. Aiul 
then, of course, there are blue stripes 
and red and yellow, stripes of all 
sorts of width and weaves and combi- 
nations, varying In price more or less, 
some being considerably higher in cost 
than others, but are being made up at 
prices lower than were asked for awn- 
ings of 
corresponding 
colors 
and 


grades a few years ago. 


'In fact, awnings were neyer before 


so cheap as they are now, what with 
the competition among those supplying 
them, these including nowadays the 
big department stores as well as the 
awning makers, and awnings were 
never so good as now. They are not 
made in these days haphazard or clum- 
sily, anyhow so that they will serve the 
purpose of shutting off the sun when 
required, but they are made to fit, to 
hang true, to look trim and shipshape 
and all right, and people won't have 
:hem nowadays unless they are all 
right. So that in these days awnings 
aie not only cheaper, but handsomer 
and better than ever_ Indeed, though 
I gay it that am in the business, it is a 
fact nevertheless that there's nothing 
:bat has kept up with the procession 
any better in the march of modern 
progress than the now everywhere fa- 
miliar awning, once a luxury, now a 
necessity and never so perfect and 
seautiful as now in the day of its wide- 
spread common use." — New York Sun.

-as food, and caviare is simply sturgeon 
sggs preserved. Some savages eat the 
aggs of certain insects. 


In the Malay archipelago salted 


ducks' eggs are a favorite article of 
diet The new laid eggs are packed 
for two or three weeks in a mixture of 
clay, brick dust and salt, after which 
they are eaten hard boiled. 
Ducks' 


eggs in China are buried in the ground 
for a year and permitted to undergo 
partial decomposition, being dug up for 
market at the end of that time. Many 
s"5ch eggs are imported into this coun- 
try for use of pigtailed epicures, and a 
srmple crammed in San rrancisco by 
a government expert seemed to be cov- 
ered with hardened clay. When bro- 
ken, it was found to contain a partly 
developed duckling, but the Chinese 
merchant said that it was in proper 
condition. 


The Chinese like new laid eggs also 


And keep them fresh by coating them 
with mud. 
By the Alaskan Eskimo 


the eggs of wild fowl are preserved in 
walrus oil for sale to the whites, but 
for their own. use any old ecrg will do, 
and an addled egg is to them a tidbit 
Immense quantities of hens' eggs are 
shipped from Italy to England for pas- 
try, with shells removed and packed 
in airtight vessels, each containing the 
whites and yolks of 1,000 eggs. This 
method does away with risk of break- 
age, but care has to be taken that all 
the eggs used are fresh, inasmuch as 
one bad one will taint all the rest in a 
receptacle. 


There is always more or less danger 


of disease infection through the me- 
dium of hens' eggs In cases where at- 
tention is not paid to cleanliness in the i 
henhouse and chicken yard. The shell i 
of an egg has minute pores, through ! 
which germs can enter, and in this 
way typhoid or other pathogenic bac- 
teria may be communicated to the un- 
suspecting consumer. 
An eggshell is 


provided with a natural varnish, which 
hinders the intrusion of such harmful 
organisms to some extent, but it is very 
important to keep the laying birds in 
quarters that are frequently white- 
washed and otherwise made sanitary. 


Recently a special investigation 'Qf 


the make up of the white of an egg 
was conducted at the agricultural ex- 
periment station in Connecticut, with 
the result that this substance was 
found to consist rnninly of four dif- 
ferent kinds of albumen. It also holds 
some sulphur, which stains silver tea- 
spoons. The yolk is much more com- 
plicated, 
containing 
among 
other 


things phosphorus, potassium, mag- 
nesium and iron. When the egg be- 
comes rotten, the phosphorus forms 
phosphureted hydrogen, and the sul- 
phur goes to make sulphide of hydro- 
gen, both of which have an exceeding- 
ly bad smell. 


The bacteria which cause the egg to 


rot or spoil make their way through 
the pores of the shell. 
It has been 


found that onions fed to hens in large 
quantities will communicate a flavor 
to the eggs laid, and another fact as- 
certained is -that fresh eggs must not 
be put in the neighborhood of certain 
things, such as apples, lest they ac- 
quire froms the.latter a foreign taste, j 
As for the" popular notion that brown I 
eggs are "richer" aud more nutritions 
than white ones, experiments by the 
department of agriculture have proved 
it a delusion. Furthermore, It is now 
certain thnt bard boiled eggs are quite 
ns digestible as soft boiled, though 
ihey may not be assimilated so quickly, 
i point that does not make the sliglit- 
sst difference so far ns healthy per- 
!<ons arc concerned.—Providence .Tour- 
aal.
